Report of Library Trustees 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 1, 1904. 


The affairs of the library have been found to be in a 
most satisfactory condition. ‘The advantages of free access 
to a good library seem to be fully appreciated by the peo- 
ple of this town, and the trustees feel justified in the belief 
that this appreciation will continue to increase. 

During the past year 2,849 books have been loaned to 
patrons. These books are classified as follows: Fiction, 
2,460; History, 68; Travel, 90; Biography, 56; Miscellan- 
eous, 175. ‘The total number of books in the library is 
2,351. Of this number 102 were added during the year by 
purchase. 

Hon. Charles H. Greenleaf has given the library 
¢40.00, and Mr. Herbert F. Hunt has given $25.00. 
Thanks are due to these gentlemen for the substantial in- 
terest they have shown in the welfare of the library. 

In view of the comfortable and commodious quarters 
now enjoyed by the library patrons, the trustees have seen 
fit to subscribe for a number of magazines and. periodicals 
which will be kept upon the table. We trust this will en- 
courage the use of the library as a reading room, and that 
as many as possible will take advantage of the privileges 
thus offered. It should be borne in mind that order and 
quiet should always be maintained in a place of this char- 
acter. 

We take this opportunity to express thanks to Miss 
Woodward for the courtesy and efficiency with which she 
has discharged her duties as librarian. 

We recommend that the sum of $100.00 be appropri- 
ated for the purchase of books, and $125.00 for the services 
of the librarian.
